Levy Made on Passengér and Freight Lo- 
comotives on an Attachment Writ 
Sworn Out by the Wisconsin Central in 
a Suit for $25,000 for Track Rent, La- 
bor, and Services=Kolling Stock Re- 
leased on a Bond Signed by Banker 
Lombard. 

Four engines, three passenger and one 
freight, of the Baltimore and Ohio road were 
tied up in the round-house at the foot of Tay- 
lor street, near Twelfth street, yesterday 
afternoon on an attachment writ issued to 
the Wisconsin Central road by the Circuit 
Court. If Deputy Sheriffs had been fast 
enough to catch or stop an express train the 
Blue Line express, which was leaving the 
yards at a high rate of speed on its eastern 
trip, would have been attached too. The 
four engines attached were all to be used to 
take out the night.trains, and the one wanted 
for the night express leaving at 11:25 was 
among those attached. The passenger 
service of the road was in danger of being 
suspended, but the officials of the road by 
prompt action in giving bonds covering 
double the amount*of the writ released the 
engines at 6 o'clock. | 

The Wisconsin Central company com- 
menced suit in the Circuit Court at 3 o’clock 
through 8. 8S. Gregory, its attorney, by filing 
a suit for $25,000 against the Baltimore and 
Ohio company. In connection with this ac- 
tion an attachment was obtained upon the 
showing the Baltimore and Ohio was in debt 
to the Wisconsin Central for $14,300 for 
track rent, labor, and services.

SKETCH OF DR. TAYLOR’S CAREER, 


A Popular Physician abd Inftidtatial 
Young Politician. 

Dr. W. H. Taylor was elected State Rep- 
resentative from the Thirtieth District in 
November, 1894. He was considered one 
cf the most promising men among the 
younger politicians in the Legislature. He 
was well known in De Witte and the neigh- 
boring counties as a shrewd politician, and 
‘Was universally liked and respected by all 
classes of people. 

He was familiarly known as “Doc’’ Taylor 
both at home and in the Legislature. Before 
entering politics he was a practicing physi- 
cian with a large practice. He studied 
medicine in Louisville, Ky., and graduated 
there. He afterward studied in New York 
and was a house physician in Bellevue 
Hospital for several years. He also studied 
ubroad and spent a year or two in Berlin 
hospitals. Having completed his medical 
education he returned to America and finally 
settled in Weldon, De Witte County, where 
he became well known as a leading physician 
and surgeon. 

He was a favorite among the townspeople 
and throughout the county and was almost 
forced into local politics by his friends. He 
soon developed a fiking for it, and was soon 
heard of in State affairs. 

He was ohe of the firmest and closest 
friends of Congressman Vespasian Warner 
and to his efforts in the convention was due 
Warner’s nomination to the office he now 
holds. He was one of the chief managers 
of Congressman -Warner’s campaign, and 
has since been a large factor in politics 
throughout the State. 

He was always spoken of as a man of 

great personal magnetism, and although he 
was a new man in the Legislature, he had 
more friends at the end of the first session 
than the majority of older members. 
' His name has never been connected with 
any legislative scandal, and was always on 
the right side of every question Of impor- 
tance. 

He was a warm friend of Speaker Meyer, 
and was appointed on many important com- 
mittees. He took an active part in the pas- 
gage of the Atlanta bill, and was counted as 
one of the best of Chicago’s friends among 


the country legislators.

QUEER WORK IN A DAMAGE SUIT. 


Boy Inpjured by a Street Car Makes 
a suit fin the Court yesterday me 
the Chicago City railway compafhy to set 
aside a judgment which, it ts claimed, was 
procured by fraud, 

The plaintiff tells the court that im June, 
1889, when he was a minor of 15 years, he 
was put off a State street. cable car by the 
conductor. He was thrown to the street, he 
alleges, and fell under the wheels, which ran 
over his right leg, making amputation of the 
limb necessary. ° 

In October, 1891, he, began suit against the 
company for $25,000, and the suit did not 
come to trial until November, 1894. When 
the case did come to trial, the plaintiff says, 
the company produced a judgment of the 
same court, the Circuit, which had been en- 
tered on June 18, 1889, five days after the ac- 
cident, awarding him $50 damages for his in- 
juries. Vacila alleges that an attorney 
named Bishop, had entered suit for him in 
the name of Paoli Berzile for ages, that 
a plea had been filed on behalf of the com- 
pany on the same day and judgment en- 
tered for $50, and the judgment satisfied in 
open court. 

The plaintiff avers that he was not in court 
and no one was there representing him, but 
that Bishop was acting for the company and 
was in the pay of the corporation. About 
that time, he says, $50 was given to his 
father by a representative of the company, 
but the father was told that it was merely a 
present from the company. His father was 
not aware of any preceedings in court. 

The plaintiff says the judgment as it stands 
is a bar to any suit which he may bring 
against the company, and he asks that it be 
set aside in order that he may prosecute a 


claim for damages.

tion of taxes of 1894 levied for their payment. 
The actual cash represented by this credit of 
$2,464,729.19 was not and could not be avail- 
able until the taxes of 1894 (collected in full 
a year later) should come to hand. The 
amount to the credit of the general fund'on 
Jan. 1, 1805, was a paper credit and not a 
cash one, being made up of debts due it from 
departments, the payment of which wouid 
have to await the collection of their taxes. 

“It cannot be denied that on Jan. 1, 1895. 
the accounts of the city were $6,156,269.28 
short, not deducting cash in the Treasury. 

t cannot be denied that on the same date 

1,674,807.20 comprised the entire cash in the 
Treasury. It follows, therefore, that on said 
date there was an actual net cash shortage 
of $4,481,462,02. To this add $667,000 for 
water certificates, and it is evident that the 
city was at that time short $5,148,462.08 to 
meet libilities past due. 

‘It will not do to say that a portion of this 
indebtedness consists of $1,000,000.00 due 
taxpayers, which we need not pay, and 
moneys due on other accounts, which we can 
stave off indefinitely. Regarding the one 
million liability referred to, one individuai, 
formerly a clerk in the Special Assessment 
Department, has claims in hand for over 
one-tenth of the whole amount and is preas- 
ing their payment. Betause the city owes 
“John Jones" money and can. successfully 
put him off is not a good reason why it should 
use his money to pay a later creditor. 


Fage the Facts. 

‘"We should face the facts. The Common 

uneil and Finance committee should con- 
ront the entire city indebtedness, and not 
ignore it from year to year, as they have 
been doing. They should provide for it by 
appropriation if they have the means, and 
if not they should frankly say so and insist 
in having proper laws passed for the relief 
of the city.

Garbage Removal. 


“The appropriation for cleaning alleys of 
garbage, ashes, etc., was $335,000. It is esti- 
mated that this refuse accumulates at the 
rate of 700 tens per day. The sum appro- 
priated will allow only 12 cents per ton for 
its removal. Previous to May 1 no record 
was kept of the quantity of garbage, ashes, 
ete., removed, but since that time, through 
systematic records, we find that 940,080 loads 
were removed, representing 4,427,040 yards. 

‘The total appropriation made to clean 
1,100 miles of improved streets and alleys 
and to remove garbage, ashes, etc., including 
the cost of supervision, was $665,000. (In 
1893 the appropriation was $1,000,000.) New 
York, with less than 400 miles of streets and 
alleys, had $3,070,000 for street cleaning, re- 
moval of garbage, ashes, etc., for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. 

“For the repair of 1,100 miles of improved 
streets there was appropriated for the pres- 
ent fiscal year the sum of $200,000, or $15 per 
mile per year. 

“For the care and cleaning of 1,408 miles 
of unimproved streets the sum of $150,000 
was appropriated, or $10.69 per mule per year. 

“Numerous other illustrations, equally 
striking, of inadequate appropriations might 
*be given, but the foregoing will suffice. 
They emphatically show the insufficiency of 
the city’s revenues to meet its requirements. 


Inequalities of Taxation. 


“The conditions stated are mostly .due to 
an insufficient income brought about by in- 
equalities of taxation, and notwithstanding 
the inadequate appropriations of the City 
Council as noted, the entire income of the 


purposes. Chicago is growing each year and 
requiring increased expenditures, while its 
income remains stationary. Small bills are 
unpaid as well as larger ones: salaries are 
uncertain as to time of payment: judgments 
cannot be met and large payments of inter- 
est are required for their extension. Not 
being a cash buyer the city pays 15 to 20 per 
cent advance for supplies and other ex- 
penditures—all owing to lack of income and 
the large deficiency in the working capital 
of the city. 

“Referring to the inequalities of taxation, 
I have in mind the fact that the taxation of 
1894 on the capital, surplus, and undivided 
profits of banks in this city ranges from 1.88 
to .38 per cent..I do not understand why 
there should be this difference of nearly five 
times the lowest rate, but manifestly there 
is something wrong in such a condition of 
things. ' 

“The large Eastern cities in the manhage- 
ment of their finances anticipate the collec- 
tion of a greater or less proportion of their 
tax levies by the issue of certificates of in- 
debtedness, payable from the taxes when col- 
lected. The amounts issued vary each year 
according to the requirements of municipal 
management. Our latest figures show the 
following:

Anticipating Tax Collections, 

“The laws of Illinois do not authorise the 
issue of such certificates of indebtedness, 
but permit warrants to be drawn upon the 
Treasury in anticipation of tax collections. 
The radical difference is that the certificates 
are salable, and their sale produces cash 
which can be used in payment of current ob- 
ligations, while the local warrants are, in 
many quarters at least, thought to be issu- 
able only to the creditors of tne city, who 
must dispose of them as best they can, often- 
times at a considerabid discount. The re- 
sult is necessarily increased expense and 
some discredit to the city. Toaveoid this the 
custom of the City of Chicago has been to 
issue as few warrants as possible and to al- 
low the floating debt of the city to accumu- 
late, so that the total floating debt of the 
City of Chicago, which would be covered 
by certificates of indebtedness if the same 
laws were tn force in Illinois as govern in 
Eastern States, would be about $5,000,000, 
as compared with the figures above named 
of New York, Boston, Brooklyn, and Phila- 
delphia. 

“We have reduced the bonded debt during 
the year 1895, $534,000, as per following:

Immediate Remedy. 

‘To provide an immediate remedy for some 
of our existing financial embarrassments [ 
believe a special session of our State Legis- 
lature is indispensable. An error committe! 
at the last session will be productive of in- 
creased trouble and expense to the city in 
issuing warrants to anticipate the collection 
of taxes. Until the law provided that they 
should bear interest there was always more 
difficulty than now in disposing of them. 
At iny request an act was drawn providing 
that such warrants issued at dny time inan- 
ticipation ef taxes theretofore levied should 
bear interest. In the passage of this act, 
after its introduction the word ‘thereto- 
fore’ became changed to. ‘heretofore’ 
through the omission of the first letter, and 
the legal effect is that the law applies eniy 
to a t tax levy and not to future ones, 
thus destroying its future usefuiness. The

Statements have been 
sent forth through the press that have been 
unwarranted. .The City of Chicago is 
amply able to take care.of its financial con- 
dition and affairs. 

“I see here tonight representative citizens 
who have grown wealthy in Chicago, who 
have Chicago’s interests at heart, who, I be- 
lieve, will not allow the credit of the City of 
Chicago to be assailed by mercenary people. 

“Our trouble is this, as I have already 
stated—we have a stationary income and a 
rapidly growing city. The city is growing 
far beyond its wants financially. It cannot 
keep pace with the progress of its citizens, 
and, as I have stated in my address, the 
trouble arises from an inequaligation of 
taxation—somebody escapes the proportion- 
ate burden. It is not an increase of taxation 
we want—taxes are large enough—but we 
want the people who are escaping this taxa- 
tion to come to the frent and bear their just 
burden. If they do that there will be no 
more trouble with the finances of the City of 


Chicago, : 
Present Situation. 


‘You understand that the act of 1872 lim- 
ited the proportion to 2 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation. pie +g wee also ‘? bonded 
addition of 5 per cent. s coming year 
the assessed valuation has been reduced 
five millions more—five millions less than 
the assessed valuation of the previous year 
—that means a loss of income to the City of 
Chicago for corporate purposes of $160,000 
more. 

“Ts it any wonder we cannot make ends 
meet? Do you representative men of the 
City of Chicago want to see your streets 
and alleys maintained as they have been 
for the last two years? Do you want to see 
the unt works rapidly going to destruc- 
tion? o you want to see the alleys not 
property cleaned, as they cannot be for $3355,- 

a year? 

“Rut we have got to meet our expenses 
with our income, and it has been impossible 
to do otherwise except in cases of emer- 
gency. I hope J have been conseryative in 
my estimate in this matter, but every day of 
my occupancy of my office I learn to be con- 
servative, and more and more conservative, 
in my public actions, and I think I have been 
quite conservative in my estimate of finan- 
cial resources. It ‘stands us in hand’ to be 
conservative down at the City Hall. I be- 
lieve, however, if we continue our collections 
our miscellaneous receipts will exceed our 
expenditures and we will be able to take 
care of these overdrafts that were necessary. 


What Shall the Mayor Do?f 


‘Now, fellow-citizens, let me tell you. I 
believe every time the City Council appropri- 
ates nearly $500,000 for the proper lighting of 
the City of Chicago, and enters into contracts 
aggregating nearly a million dollars, it com- 
mits an Mlegal action. What do you want 
your Mayor to do? In the next two months 
the Finance committee will have estimates 
from the different departments. They will 
havd to be pruned and cut down, those esti- 
mates, according to their ideas; it will be 
a repetition of 1895 if they do not, Do you 
want your Mayor to say to the City Council, 
when the report of the Finance committee 
and the action of the Council come to him 
for veto or for approval—do you want him 
to assume the heroic and say: ‘We will cut 
down one-half the lighting and leave one- 
half of the City of Chicago in darkness? 
Which half shall I select?’ 

“When we come to the wy tna ptt for 
the Police Department—and we certainly 
need more policemen, and the Police Depart- 
ment of today is under the supervision of 
one of the best men that was ever at the head 
of any police department, John J. Badenoch 
—do you want me to say to the City Council: 
‘You must dispense with the services of 500 
policemen?’ I don’t believe you do. 

“When we come to the Fire Department, 
which has at its head Dennis J. Swenie, the 
best Fire Marshal in America, do you want 
me to say to the City Council: ‘We shall 
have to dispense with the services of 250 fire- 
men?’ An 
protection to your lives, loss of protection 
to your property—what does that mean? O 
if there is an insurance man,here tonight he 
can tell you in particular w -t means. 

f Response Expected. 

“Ig that heroic? Do you want your Chief 
Executive to assume the heroic? Will you 
be responsible for the action on the part 
of the Chief Executive? The cry has come 
up from the citizens of Chicago; ‘Cut your 
cloth according to your means.’ Men of 
the Commercial club, do you mean it? If 
you do, say so, and say it emphatically to 
your Chief Executive, and he will act ac- 
cordingly. I do not believe the fair-minded 
business-men of Chicago desire any such 
action on the part of the Chief Executive. 
I believe all they ask is to know the con- 
dition of affairs and the response will be 
from them an effective one. helping the Chief 
Executive to meet the difficulties that pre- 
sent themselves. | 

“Now, I have fairly and conservatively 
presented to your view the financial condi- 
tion of the affairs of the City of Chicago. 
I have not had the time, in the few days 
given me since I learned of your desire to 
have me address you at this meeting, to go 
into the other branches of the city govern- 
ment, the school taxes and the expenditures, 
the Library Board, ete. And they expend 
vast sums of money. If the School Board 
continues to increase its expenditures as 
it has in the last two or three years, it will 
be only another year before its expenditures 
will exceed the other expenditures of the 
city for other corporate purposes. 

. About the School Board. 

“f{ wish I had time to prepare for you m 
idea of the expenditures of the School Boa 
I have some radical ideas in that direction, 
but I have not had time to present them to 
anybody. There is extravagance there and 
the pruning knife is needed. In the multi- 
tude of duties that confront the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the City of Chicago there has not 
been time to attend to that department, but 
we hope to get there very soon, and we hope 
to impress upon the School Board the neces- 
sity of cutting down expenditures. 

“T will not weary you with any further re- 
marks. I understand the Controjler will be 
called upon to say something. I donot know 
there is anything more I cansay. Take home 
with you a copy. of this address and acuey 
carefully the figures. They are ina nutshell, 
they are exact, for they were given me by 
the chief accountants of fhe different de- 
partments, who have attested them as to 
their truthfulness, and they have stated to 
me within an hour of my coming to this 
meeting that they were exact and could he 
depended upon. There they are for your 
careful perusal. 

“Your Chief Executive can go on for the 

ear 1896 and make expenditures to meet the 
ncome, but the result will not be satisfactory 
to the citizens of Chi . But the fault will 
not be with the Chief tive of the City 
of Chicago.”

TAXES AND THE MONEY SHORTAGE, 


Joseph Medill Points Out How to Believe 
the Embarr nt. 

In continuing the discussion Joseph Me- 
dill said: ° 

“It is in one sense most gratifying to 
have the epportunity of addressing you— 
in another the responsibility, I fear, is con- 
siderably beyond my ebility.. But the 
Mayor, in the address which he has deliv- 
ered, and the Controller in the supplement- 
al remarks he has made have covered the 
ground so completely and tersely and clear- 
ly there is not a great deal to do except to 
think over what you have heard, carefully 
digest it, and each man make up his mind 
what is the best remedy for the exigency 
that appears to be upon the city. And 
what few remarks I may, make will be to 
that aspect of the tter. 

“Now, while the Mayor was pany hae 
I hear a little better through the eye than 
through the ear-I was reading what he 
was saying to you, and, as the matter ap- 
pears to me, the great trouble at present 
with the finances in the city is in one de- 
partment alone, and not in the others—in 
one department which only controls and 
expends less than one-third of the total 
cost of operating the corporation of Chica- 
go, and that is that portion which comes 
under the general name of—well, general 
expenses. - 

“A law was passed twenty years ago by 
the Legislature of [Illinois limiting. the

About Saloon Revenues.

have subsidized vessels like the City of Paris 
and City of New York of the American line, 
and so in time of peace have developed our 
commerce that in time of war they could 
have become effective commerce destroyers. 
This principle has been adopted with these 
two vessels, and should be continued. In 
the event of war our cruisers would likely 
be bottled up in home ports, for we have no 
coaling stations abroad, and as coal is con- 
traband of war they could not coal in neutral 
ports. Should they attempt to prey on En- 
glish commerce England could, with her reg- 
ular and auxiliary cruisers (like our City of 
Paris), send ten after each one of ours, so 
it would be a very short time before they 
were captured or destroyed. 
Poor Opinion of American Ships. 

“As fighting machines our cruisers might 
as well be plated with tin, for a shell from 
any secondary battery in any British ship 
would penetrate the four or five inches of 
plating. They would not be afloat an heur 
inanengagement with an English battleship 
armed with ten to fifteen inch guns and pro- 
tected with fifteen to nineteen inches of 
plating. 

’ “Capt. Mahan, our greatest naval tactician, 
in his ‘Sea Power Upon History,’ says 
‘Public opinion in the United States has 
great faith in war directed against an en- 
emy’s commerce; but it must be remembe 
that the republic has no ports (for coaling) 
very. near the great centers of trade abroad. 
‘Her geographical position is therefore singu- 
larly disadvantageous for carrying on suc- 
cessful commerce destroying.’ 

“Capt. Mahan shows that it was the de- 
fenseless condition of Chesapeake Bay that 
caused the destruction of Washington by 
the Britigh in 1814, and the very same state 
of unpreparedness of Lake Michigan and 
Mackinac Straits will surely result in the 
destruction of Chicago in the évent of war 
with England. 

“But we hear it said with our torpedo sys- 
tem no enemy could approach near enough 
to do much damage. Now, it has been 
claimed for several years that England has 
an invention which she jealously guards for 
dredging up torpedoes or exploding them to 
clear a channel for her warships. Mr. W. 
E. Curtis reports Admiral Jouett as saying 
last week, ‘Our coast cities are at the mercy 
of any foreign fleet that may visit them with 
hostile intent.’ In regard to land fortifica- 
tions he says, ‘It is difficult to see where they 
could be efficacious when modern fighting 
ships can We off twelve, thirteen, or fourteen 
miles f shore and set our cities on fire, 
while it would be impossible to see those 
ships when they are more than eight miles 
from shore.’ ;

One is as much 
internati 1 law as the other. While we 
would deprecate war, there is a worse thing 
than war, and that is a miserable, cringing 
feeling in regard to asserting national 
rights. Whenever an encroachment is al- 
lowed to go without protest it deepens the 
difficulties which will eventually have to be 
met. Now is as good a time to settle this 
questionasany. Foreign nations must learn 
now the opinion of the American people upon 
the Monroe doctrine.” 

A. H. Revell said: ‘The recent message 
of President Cleveland had brought plainly 
before clubs and organizations the subject 
of the Monroe doctrine, and I think discus- 
sion and study by the people of our Nation 
cannot fail to bring out much patriotism 
and new interest in that great. question. 
The value of the Incident, if such it may be 


called, is worth untold millions to this Na- 


tion, as it shows all foreign powers this 
country, which has a population twice as 
large as England and of nearly three times 
the value, is ready to stand out boldly and 
vigorously, if necessary, for all the rights 
which honestly here belong. If there is to be 
a contest, either a peaceful one by means 
of the pen, or by any other means which a 
true lover of the country would deplore, then 
this is a favorable time to have that contest. 
For it would hardly do to permit foreign 
powers to go on in their aggressive way ac- 
quiring new territory on this continent, fill- 
ing it with a means of warfare, and after 
it were done for several years to attempt 
then to contest the question of the justice of 
the Monroe doctrine. This country is preém- 
inently one of peace.

In following this work, Supt. W. A. Hester 
of the Evansville High Schools spoke of an 
investigation that was made in the Evans- 


ville schools as to the kind of reading in- } 


duiged in by the pupils. Out of 714 pupils 
who answered the inquiry it was shown that 
107 boys and fifty-three girls were readi 
dime novels; that 65 per cent. of the boys nied 
6U per cent of the girls who were reading 
trashy stories had lost interest in their 
studies. Their attendance upon school was 
compulsory and most of them had serious 
difficulties in school. 

In following up his investigations he wrote 
to many reformatories and prisons for in- 
formation as to the effect of bad literature, 
Supt. Keely of the Indiana Reform 
School for Girls and the Woman’s Prison 
found that thirty-six of the girls admitted 
they had been led astray through the reading 
of trashy stories, 

, Supt. Chariton of the Reform. School 
for Boys wrote that he wished he 
could speak of all that he had seen during 
the last sixteen’ years. He mentioned one 
boy who read dime novels until he robbed 
his father, and taking the name of one of 
the heroes in the book, started West to lead 
hin aes of a bandit. He is now in the reform 


Mr. Hester read extracts from letters 
from prison chaplains and wardens in all 
parts of the country, all speaking of the evil 
effects of unwholesome literature. He be- 
lieved the remedy was to read good books 
to the children until they have formed a lik- 
ing for wholesome stories. He mentioned 
that in Evansville 2,000 juvenile books have 
been placed in the public schools. The 
children are learning to enjoy the whole- 
some stories they contain, and will in time, 
he believes, be prepared to patronize the 
public geri and take from them good 

matter.

CHICAGO COMPANY’S HEAVY LOSS. 


Paepceke-Leicht Lumber Mill at Cairo, 
Ill., Burns—Loss Over $100,000. 

Cairo, Ill, Dec. 28.—[Special}—Fire this 
afternodn completely destroyed the valu- 
able saw-mill plant of the Chicago Mill and 
Lumber company in this city, together with 
a large quantity of finished lumber and 
three cars of veneering loaded for shipment 
or Illinois Central cars. Three hundred men 
are thrown out of employment, and the loss 
on the mill property alone is estimated at 
$100,000. It was insured for $79,000 in sixty 
companies, represented by every agency in 
this city. .The fire is said to have ated 
from a hot-box under the planing-mill por- 
tion of the establishment, and under a high 
wind burned so rapidly workmen had to flee 
for their lives. This property was owned by 
the Paepcke-Leicht Lumber company of 
Chicago, which is also the proprietor of the 
Chicago Packing-Box com .

me investigations of the different steps 
taken show that the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission played its cards rather shrewd- 
ly in the matter of securing the necessary 
evidence. 

The whole contract was printed in the 
papers all aver thé country, and provoked 
the correspendence with Senator Chandler, 
who demanded the prosecution of the organ- 
izers of the pool. The commission was 
barred from taking action on the strength 
of the newspaper reports, although the full 
text of the contract was printed at the time. 
It was necessary to wait until the contract 
Was signed by all the roads and a certified 
copy filed with the commission. The con- 
tract bears date Noy. 19, but the railroad 
managers held it back until ‘the last sig- 
nature was obtained. 

Chairman Morrison and other Commis- 
sioners wrote repeatedly for an official cepy 
of the contract, but were put off with vari- 
ous excuses, se it was not until last Monday 
the certified copy was received. Meanwhile 
the members of the commission had made up 
their minds on the text furnished by the 
newspapers. The official copy contained 
noth new except the attested signatures

Signing Considered an Overt Act. 

The signatures to the contract constituted 
the essential overt act in violation of the 
inter-State commerce act. The present 
prosecution is based on the twelfth. section 
of the law, which gives “the commission 
authority to inquire into the management 
of the business of all common carriers sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act, and shall 
keep itself informed as to the manner and 
method in which the same is conducted, 
and shall have the right to obtain from 
such common carriers full and complete 
information necessary -to enable the com- 
mission to perform the duties and carry 
out the objects for which it was created; and 
the commission is hereby authorized and 
required to execute and enforce the pro- 
visions of this act; and upon the request of 
the commission, it shall be the duty of any 
district attorney of the United States to 
whom the commission may apply to in- 
stitute in the proper court, and to prosecute 
under the direction of the Attorney-General 
of the United States, all the necessary 


proceedings for the enforcement of the pro- 


visions of this act and for the punishment 


‘of all violators thereof.” 


The commission takes the ground that in 
accordance with recent decisions of the 
courts, any obstruction to the passage of 
inter-State commerce by any combination, 
comtract, or agreement, may be arrested by 
temporary injunction. 

By the terms of the tenth section of the 
act, the directors, officers, agents, receivers, 
trustees, and lessees, or persons acting for 
COPPOTRLO DS, which are common carriers, 
who willfully. cause on permit to be made 
such a contract, agreement, or combination, 
shall be indictable for misdemeanor and sub- 
ject ta fine, though the corporations them- 
selves are not, under the rulings of the 
courts, so indictable. 


Magnitude of the Pool. 

The commission has prepared some inter- 
esting figures showing how gigantic the pool 
would be. These statistics show that the 
railroads which have entered the pool own 
12,988 miles. of road and operate 27,429 
miles, The ¢apitaligation of the combined 
companies reaches.the enormous sum of 
$2,212,189,962, made up of $948,651,010 of cap- 
ital stock, $1,136,013,275 of funded debt, and 
$127,525,677 of current liabilities. 

Official Letter om the Subject. 

In his communication to District-Attorney 
MacFarlane, Attorney-General Harmon 
inclosed this letter from the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission: 

‘Inter-State , Commerce. .Commission, 
Washington, D) C., Dec. 26, 1895.—The Hon.

“Dear Sir: We have the honor to inclose 
herewith a copy of a contract, ent, or 
arrangement, entitled, ‘Articles of organi- 
zation of the Joint Trade Association,’ en- 
tered into between common carriérs, cor- 
porations named therein, forming said Joint 
Traffic Assoeiation; which is to take effect 
Jan. 1, 1896, and was filed with the commis- 
sion Dec. 24, 1895.- This contract, agreement, 
or arrangement is, we believe, in conflict 
with the act to regulate commerce, and can- 
not be carried into effect without violatirg 
the provisions of said act. Complying with 
the requirements of Sec. 12 of. said act, we 
have the honor to request that you will di- 
rect the United States District-Attorney for 
the Southern District of New York, or other 
proper jurisdiction, to institute in, the prop- 
per court and prosecute urder your direc- 
tion. all necessary proceedings by injunc- 
tion or othefWise to prevent the carrying into 
effect of said contract, agreement, or ar- 
rangement as contemplated ard. provided 
for by said articles of organization and for 
the punishment of all violations of said act 
as the result of the formation of gaid Joint 
Traffic Association.

Japan as Arbitrator. 

Perhaps the fairest article on the Venezuela 
question is Mr. Labouchere’s in Truth. He 
recites the origin and progress of the frontier 
dispute, admits that the Schomburg line 
was not definitely accepted by either party, 
and contends that England ought to have 
agreed to full arbitration of the disputed 
lands on either side, its refusal savoring of 
might, not right. He also concedes that a 
Sreat deal can be said for the Monroe doc- 
trine, but regrets the buying and arbitrary 
tone of Mr. Cleveland's message. His main 
conclusion is that in spite of the indiscreet

| Mr. Labouchere’s Courage. 

Mr. Labouchere has the courage of his 
opinions; no other Englishman talks in this 
way. The ordinary view is that Mr. Cleve- 
land has rendered arbitration impossible; 
that the English do not want war and will 
do nothing to provoke it, but that they can- 
not yield their rights to a mere arrogant as- 
sertion of authority. Monroe doctrine or no 
Monroe doctrine, they are convinced that a 
commission, even with such men as ex-Min- 
isters Phelps and Lincoln on it, can do noth- 
ing to settle the dispute, since England can- 
not recognize its authority to intervene in 
any way.

Sultan Fine by Comparison. 

Apart from American affairs Englishmen 
find little to talk about. The Sultan is now 
a fine old Turkish gentleman compared with 
Mr. Cleveland. The jingo guardships, in 
which diplomacy was deeply concerned for 
many. weeks, have dropped out of sight as 
completely as Noah's ark. Much more in- 
terest is shown in Mr. Edison’s pocket tor- 
pedoes, with which fleets may or may not be 
destroyed. 


As to Ashantee Expedition. 

The Ashantee expedition is beginning to 
leave a trail in the daily press which pub- 
lishes minute details about the foreign tour 
of the officers and men. One correspondent 
has taken his bicycle with him and mounted 
it, expecting to ride it all the way to Prahsu, 
the road to the frontier being: in excellent 
condition.

The World’s dispatches from Nicaragua, 
up to the occupation by the British fleet of 
the harbor of Corinto, formed almost the 
sole information of events there. 

“Scoops” Cabled to England. 

The barbarities at Port Arthur were first 
disclosed to Western civilization by the 
World’s cabled account, confirmed in full 
weeks after by letters from the London 
Times’ correspondent in China. 

When a band of English missionaries was 
murdered at Hwasang the World amazed 
the press of England and Burope by bring- 
ing over from China, obviously at very great 
cost, a full copy by cable of long statements 
of the survivors.

Kt is well known that a similar function is 
performed by the Bank of England, the 
Bank of France, and the Bank. of St. 
Petersburg for their respective countries, 
and that the method of control by raising or 
lowering the rate of discount proves effect- 
ual.. In the Forum for December Paul 
Leroy Beaulieu says that raising the rate 
of discount is the only rapid and adequate 
way to protect the specie reserve and pre- 
yentexcessive exports of gold. And this 
advance is sure to succeed if the govern- 
ment does not disturb the course of opera- 
tion by artificial measures. He says: It 
“checks the imports of merchandise and 
stimiulates exports. It draws capital from 
abroad to seek the better terms which are 
the consequences of this advance. It in- 
duces a certain number of the holders of pub- 
lieand other securities to part with them, and 
influences foreign capitalists to purchase 
them.” A few weeks’ maintenance of the 
rate at 6 per cent usually suffices in Eu- 
rope. From 1880 to 1895, a period which 
‘jicludedthe “krach” on the Paris Bourse in 
1882 and the downfall of the Barings in 
-1890; the Bank of England was forced to 


}’advance its rate to 6 per cent only three 


times, and the greatest number of con- 
-gecutive days for which this rate was main- 


+ tained was fifty-two, The rate of 5 per cent 
1 was reached twelve times in the same 


Banker J. P. Morgan is quoted as saying 
that the whole problem is one of rate of in- 
terest, “money always flowing to the points 
at which the highest rates are paid.” Of 


course this is true only for the cases in 
which the owners of the surplus money, by 


the use of which it is desired to earn more, 
are reasonably sure of being able to get 
back the principal, with interest, and both 
in as good money as that which was bor- 
rowed. If fear in regard to either of these 
points be entertained the money does not 
flow freely, and it moves only when attract- 
ed by the offer of higher rates of interest to 
cover the increased risk. It was fear us 
to the first which made rates of inter- 
est so high in Kansas as they have been in 
recent years, and doubt on the second point 
which made it necessary for the adminis- 
tration to agree last February on terms by 
which the American people have to pay 15 
millions more for the loan of 65 millions 
than they would have to pay had the bonds 
been made payable in gold. 

Hence it is the fault of our legislators, 
State and national, if foreign money, gold 
‘money at that, is not always abundant in 
the United States, and they work for the 
injury of their constituents in making laws 
which tend to throw doubt upon the secur- 
ity of loans, either as to time or yalue. 
Rates of interest are so much higher in this 
‘country than in any part of civilized 
Europe that they would bear to be consider- 
ably lowered and still be high enough to 
attract hither all the cash -capital that 
could be used in legitimate business. A bal- 
ance of trade against us to the extent of 200 
million dollars a year is far from being a 
healthy condition for us, but it would not 
cause @ pressure to drain out our gold if 
there were no fears in regard to ultimate 
payment of foreign loans or investments 
amade in this country because the persons 
having the right to demand the gold would 
be only too glad to have it remain here, 
‘drawing for them higher rates of interest 
than they could obtain at home, 

It is crankery of the worst sort which 
makes so many members of the United 
States Senate unable to understand these 
facts or unwilling to admit them. If they 
really entertain the notion that they could 
make money easier and more useful to the 
people by diminishiny, confidence on the 
part of lenders and investors they do not 
comprehend the first principles of finance, . 
and lay themselves open to the charge of 
‘being destitute of common sense. They 
are just as foolish as the fellow who 
thought faith would make a single yard of 
cloth do the duty of-two yards in the pro- 
duction of a garment, or the other who tried 
to lift himself up by simply tugging at his 
own boot straps.

ALD. MARTIN ACQUITTED. : 

Day before yesterday Judge Dunne or- 
dered the jury to return a verdict of ac- 
quittal for Ald. Martin because the prosecu- 
tion had failed to make out its case. He 
was indicted for having corruptly agreed to 
receive money from an ice company to in- 
fluence his decisién in a proceeding which 
might come before him as an Alderman in 
reference to the violation by that company 
of an ordinance regulating the sale of ice. 
It had not been shown, however, that the 
company had been guilty of any such vio- 
lation, and, therefore, needed the assistance 
of the Alderman, 

So the defendant is freed from all danger 
of fine or imprisonment. Doubtless his 
constituents will give him a banquet or a 
reception to congratulate him on his es- 
cape and to assure him that he has their 
unabated confidcuce and that they intend 
to retlect him. 

There was some evidence given during 
the trial, however, which, while it did not 
juatify, according to the Judge, the convic- 
tion of the Alderman under the indictment, 
is not calculated to raise him in the estima- 
tion of the small number of people who 
think an Alderman should be above suspi- 
eion. 

For instance, Mr. Rabe, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of an ice company, swore that he 
called at Ald, Martin’s saloon and had a 
talk with him about the Council ordinance 
aimed at companies which sold impure ice. 
The witness said he showed the Alder- 
man an analysis from which it appeared 
that the ice of his company was good. But 
Martin— 

Threw this paper on the table and said the city 
would not go by that. He said: ““We have our own 
men to examine the ice."’ After a little while Mr. 
Martin said: 

“Mr. Rabe, we want $500 from your firm. We've 
got you boys and we want the money.’’ 

I sald I did not want anything to do with the 
ordinance, My ice was pure, and I did not see 
why I should pay any money. I asked him if he 
couldn't let us off. I told him we were not selling 


any impure ice. 
‘What, if anything, did Mr. Martin say would 


be done should the $500 be paid?’’ 

The witness answered: ‘‘Ald. Martin said $250 
would be returned to me. He said if we paid the 
$500 the ordinance would be dropped."’ 

If this report of the interview is a correct 


one then Ald. Martin is not an ornament of 
the Council and is not the man for voters to 
go into raptures over. Yet he will unques- 
tionably present hismself for reé#lection 
r2xt April, and the probabilities are that a 
majority of his constituents, with this tes- 
timony before them, will give him their 
votes. 


OLOSING OF THE ATLANTA EXPOSITION. 
On Tuesday next at pidnight the Atlanta 
Cotton States and International Exposition 
will expire with the present year. It opened 
Sept. 18 and will have had one hundred 
days of life when its gates close for good. 
A letter from Atlanta says that an unusual 
effort has been made to enhance receipts 
and the railroads have given astonishingly 
low rates to swell attendance, but it has 
been of little avail, and naturally so, as 
there are not people enough in the rural dis- 
tricts around Atlanta who can afford to go, 
while in the adjacent Southern cities there 
has been an unfortunate feeling of jealousy 
and an assumption that Atlanta was get- 
ting a great deal of advertising at their ex- 
pense. It was a narrow view to take of the 
exposition, but the fact remains and it hélps 
to account for the comparatively slim at- 
tendance. The same letter says: 

The exposition has been a failure as far as at- 
tendance is concerned. It most probably will be 
financially. The bonds based on the gate receipts 
have not even been paid off, nor will they, and the 
last issue of bonds in the sum of $100,000, of which 
Sam M. Inman took half, have no showing. Near- 
ly every one of the exposition structures has been 
mortgaged to him and his companions in the deal, 
and the salvage will. be their only recompense. 

The officials and directors of the Cotton 
States Exposition will have the consolation 
of knowing that their fate is not excep- 
tional. Displays of this kind are not organ- 
ized as a commercial speculation or a finan- 
cial investment whose only value consists 
in the amount of profit it can be made to ‘ 
yield. Expositions never pay. Those who 
put their money into them do so from the 


if they can get a small percentage of their 
money back again, They donot or should 
not complain if they get none of it back. 
Those who take the sordid view never ad- 
vance their money, as they know that ex- 
positions are not dividend payers, The peo- 
ple of Atlanta, however, have no ren- 
son to grieve because all the world did not 
come to their exposition, They showed 
good grit in organizing it so after the 
fading away of that beautiful dream in 
Jackson Park, They produced an expouwi- 
tion which was in every way creditable 
to them and one which it is doubtful if any 
other Southern city could haye launched 
and handled at this time, From this stand- 
point it was a success. Fortunately there 
are other results from this exposition in- 
finitely of more value than the mere amount 
of money taken at the gates. And these.

the former, or he can buy a smaller 
number.of bicycles and purchase some 
horses, they being cheap now. 

While horses are much cheaper thai they 
were it does not cost much lesa to feed and 
care for them than it did, The next step 
after buying some horses would be to buy 
lota and construct some city stables and es- 
ba a city forage and veterinary depart- 
ment. | 

As for bicycles, they get out of order con- 
tinually. The first time a policeman mount- 
ed. on one tried to chase a thief through al- 
leys, across ditches, and over fences his 
machine would come to grief. The yearly 
repair bill wéuld be heavy. : 

If the Chief of Police can show that his 
500 mounted men will do as much work as 
650 to 700 unmounted police do now, so 
that it may be possible to dispense with the 
services of one or two hundred men, then 
‘his suggestion might be in the direction of 
economy and deserve consideration, He 
will not recommend any decrease, and as 
bicycles are unserviceable during several 
months of bad weather there will have to 
be the full number of men on duty during 
the winter. 

The Oouncil will be asked, therefore, to 
increase the expenses of the department. 
It cannot do that, for the revenue of 1896 
will be smaller than that of 1895. It will 
be impossible to invest in bicycles for police- 
men at the city’s expense. 


THE BOND BILL. / 

Yesterday the House passed what is 
known as the bond bill by a vote of yeaa 
169, nays 136. The first section of it au- 
thorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
sell at par 3 per cent coin bonds, redeemable 
in. five years and payable in fifteen. The 
proceeds are to be used for the redemption 
of legal tender notes and for no other pur- 
pose—that is: current expenses cannot be 
paid out of them. But it is provided spe- 
cifically that it is not intended to modify 
the present law, which forbids the cancel- 
lation of legal tenders and orders their re- 
issue, 

The second section authorizes the Secre- 
tary in case of a temporary deficiency of 
revenue to issue to an amount not exceeding 
$50,000,000 certificates of indebtedness 
drawing 3 per cent interest and payable in 
three years. These certificates, which are 
to be of the denomination of $20 or multi- 
ples thereof, are to be sold through the Sub- 
treasuries and postoffices for “lawful 
money.” 

The bend section was carried by a vote of 
169 to 136, a number of Republicans voting 
against, -but not as many as was expected 
on Friday night. The certificate section 
was adopted unanimously. The measure 
goes now to the Senate, where it will not 
have as easy a time as it did in the House. 


DISTINGUISHED DEAD OF 1896. 

Death has been unusually busy during 
the year just closing, and many of the most 
distinguished names must be erased from 
the list of active workers In the various de- 
partments of the world’s labor. Wight 
leaders and ex-leadera have disappeared 
from politics and statesmanship, among 
them two Premiers, Nicolai de Giers, one 
of the most astute of Russian statesmen in 
modern times, and Walter Q. Gresham, our 
own Secretary of State,whose distinguished 
services as soldier, jurist, and statesman 
have already been recited, and two ex- 
Premiers, Count Bdward von Taafe of 
Austria and Stanislaus Stambuloff of Bul- 
garia, whose violent death is still fresh in 
the public memory. In addition to these 
there have died Lord Randolph Churebill, 
ex-Chancellor of the English Exchequer; 
Frederick Douglass, the leader of the col- 
ored race in America, who lived to see that 
race emancipated; Floriano Peixoto, ex- 
President of Brazil; and Sergius Stepniak, 
the Russian Nihilist agifator, who also held 
a high place in literature by virtue of his 
vigorous pen, 

The two greatest scientists who hare 
passed away are Louis Pasteur of France 
and Thomas Henry Huxley of Great Brit- 
ain. The former was an original investi- 
gator, and he has done eminent service in 
developing and applying the germ theory. 
The latter also accomplished much by orig- 
inal investigation in the natural philos- 
ophies, but infinitely his greatest work was 
the popularization of the scientific results 
and theories of other savants, notably Dar- 
win. Scientific education has also lost 
three eminent workers, Julius H., Seelye, 
ex-President of -Amherst College; Prof. 
James D. Dana ‘of Yale College, and Sir 
Henry Rawlinson, the noted Oriental 
scholar and ex-President of the English 
Geographical Society. . 

Many writers and literary workers have 
passed away, among them Prof. J, R. 
Seeley of Cambridge (Wng.) University, the 
well-known author of “Hcece Homo”; Prof. 
John Stuart Blackie, the great classical 
scholar; Leopold Ritter von Sacher- 
Masoch, who made the world acquainted 
with the details of Jewish life by his charm- 
ing short stories; Gustav Freitag, who 
needs no other monument to his memory 
than his fine novel, “Debit and Credit,” 
which gives such a graphic picture of the 
old-fashioned commercial life of Germany; 
Heinrich yon Sybel, the German historian; 
Hjalmar Hjorth Boyesen, professor in Co- 
lumbia College, but better known in his 
adopted country by his stories and critical 
sketches; the Rev. Dr, Seba Smith, who

‘ CIVIL SERVICE OPINIONS, 

The Corporation Counsel has given the 
Civil Service Commissioners two more opin- 
ions covering points in the law about which 
they were in doubt, 

In one of them he holds that all city 
ployés, whether appointed before the com- 
mission got to work or after it began ex- 
amining applicants, and certifying their 
names to the appointing power, belong to 
the classified service, so that in case there is 
a vacancy ina higher grade all the employ¢s 
in the lower one, no matter how appointed, 
may be examined for promotion toit. Thus 
any police Lieutenant, no matter when he 
entered the service, cam be examined for 
promotion. | 

There still remains, however, one vital 
difference between the two'clagses of ap- 
pointees, Those who got places after 
having passed an examination cannot be 
discharged without a hearing before the 
commission, if he so desires. All others can 
be dismissed without such a hearing. * 

The other opinion is that the Commis- 
sioners have nothing to do with the disci- 
plinary regulations of the police force or of 
any department. The Trial Board of the 
Police Department, for instance, passes on 
the offenses of officers, In some cases 
it merely reprimands or fines them. Here 
the Civil Service Commissioners will not 
interfere, even though the sufferer was one 
of their own nominees. But if a man’s dis- 
charge is recommended then the Commis- 
sioners will review the testimony. This is 
a sound opinion. It would be demoralizing 
if every employé who had been censured or 
had some petty grievance could rush to 
the Commissioners and take up their time 
with it. ‘a

REPRESENTATIVE SmiTH of Michigan has 
introduced into the House, with the approval 
of Senator Sherman, Chairman Dingley of 
the Ways and Means committee, and Con- 
troller Eckels, a bill proposing a new plan for 
dealing with the greenbacks and the Sher- 
man Treasury notes, It is to the effect that 
national banks im the cities of Albany, Balti- 
more, Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Louisville, Milwaukee, New: 
Orleans, New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
St. Louls, San Francisco, and Washington 
shall keep on hand in these notes an amount 
equal to at least 25 per cent of their notes 
in circulation and their deposits, and all 
other banking associations 16 per cent. It 
is provided that when the bank reserves fall 
below these amounts a bank shall not {n- 
crease its liabilities by making new loans 
and discounts, except by purchasing or dis- 
counting bills of exchange payable at sight, 
nor pay a dividend until the reserve is re- 
stored to the required amount. It is claimed 
that thig substitution of “United States 
notes and Treasury notes” would withdraw . 
from cireulation the currency which now 
keeps in motion the “endless chain" and re- 
lease the gold in its stead. This because not 
less than 350 millions of the paper would 
have to be taken up immediately against the 
amount of 1,715 millions, which the latest re- 
port by the Controller of the Currency 
showed to be in the banks, in individual de- 
posits, United States deposits, and deposits 
of United States disbursing: officers at the 
date of the report. But is it not open to 
question if the silver extremist faction in the 
Senate will allow even this mild measure of 
relief to be provided by law? 


Ir was stated in THz TRIBUNE of Saturday 
that “many years ago Proctor threw out the 
hint that perhaps the force of attraction 
might yet be found to ary with the tem- 
perature of the attracting mass or masses.” 
Apropos of this, an article in Nature 
says Prof, Hicks has pointed out that Baily’s

But Prof. Poynting has dis- 
cussed these and other results, and arrived 
at the conclusion that they are to be ex- 
rlained by other causes, and do not afford 
any evidence that the attraction between 
bodies varies with the temperature. All (his 
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tion, It is natural that they should do this.

THE Governor of Arizona reports that the 
value of the copper product of that Ter- 
ritory for the year-ending June 30 last was 
$6,200,000.

It is estimated 
that next year’s yield will be about $10,000,- 
000. The silver production was slightly 
larger than it was last year, its value being 
$1,120,000. In spite of the insignificance of 
silver as compared: with either gold or cop- 
per the majority of the people of Arizona 
think more‘of the white metal than they do 
of either of the others, and if they had 
their way would order the free coinage of 
silver, so as to double the nominal but not 
the actual value of their silver product.

IMPORTANT BUILDING LOAN OPINION, 


Change of By-Laws Without Consent Af- 
fects Vested Rights. 

Springfield, Iil., Dee. 28.—[Special.]—In 
an opinion rendered today in response toa 
question by Auditor Gore, Attorney-General 
Moloney holds that the adoption of an amend- 
mentto the by-laws of a building and loan 
association materially affecting the rights of 
the shareholders without the consent of some 
of those interested interferes with vested 
rights without warrant of law. The query 
was raised in connection with. the action of 
the National Home Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation of Bioomington in the adoption of an 
amendment to the by-law providing for with. 
drawals, by «hich it was sought to add to the 
deductions which should be made from the 
amount due to withdrawing members a pro- 
portion of the expenses of the association. 

As there was no provision for such deduc. 
tion prior to the adoption of the amendment, 
the Attorney-General hoids the effect of its 
adoption is to infringe upon the vested rights 
of those withdrawing members who did not 
give their consent to the adoption of she by- 

aw. y 

He considers the membership in the asso- 
tion$ in the nature of a contract, and maip- 
tains that the terms of that contract as deter- 
mined by the by-laws in force at the time of 
the acquirement of the membership may 
not be materially amended without the con- 
sent of such members. It would apply as 
amended, the Attorney-General holds, to 
members who joined the Assuciation after 
the by-law became in force, This opinion 
renders the asscciation insolvent to ex- 
tent of $75,000 or more.

Health Department of That Organization 
Taking Steps to Look Into Another of 
‘the Evils of a Great City—Dr, Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson Says the People Are 
Largely to Blame=Subject Not Agitated 
Because of Ignorance on It-— Other 

“Baby farming” is the latest skeleton 
dragged out of the public closet by the Civic 
Federation. According to Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson the methods employed in these 
places are little short of death by slow tor- 
ture, 

“The infants, most of them,’ she said, 
“are taken in with the idea that they have no 
business to be on earth, end they are treated 
accordingly.”’ 

Dickens’ ** Dotheboys Hall,” according to 
Dr. Stevenson, would doubtiess loom up a 
bright and shining institution compared with 
some of the baby farms in Chicago if they 
were properly investigated and the criminal- 
ities ascertained, Cruelty, cold, and neglect 
areonly partof thedaily portion of these 
little friendless ones. 

**Starvatan diet,’ she ‘said, *‘ worse than 
‘brimstone and treacle,’ makes them grow 
up with all manner of constitutional infirmi- 
ties, if they are so persistent asto survive 
atall. For want of proper and sufficient 
food they grow up with rickets, miasma, 
eczem a train of ailments once 
fastened upon the system it is impossible to 
eradicate, The basest advantage is taken of 
the unfortunate mothers by these women who 
run the places, Like. vuitures they hover 

t the public hospitals, paying special at- 
te to the maternity wards. They pounce 
upou the poor creatures just up from a bed 
of sickness, alone in the world, friendless and 
penniless, , 

What can the mother do? No one will em- 
ploy her if she goes with a little babe in 
arms. She is not strong and can earn but a 
swall amount, all or nearly all of which is 
grabbed up by the voracious ** baby farmer,” 
should the unfortunate mother fail into such 
hands. And in many cases where there is 
disgrace connected with tne unhappiness a 
species of biackmail is levied upon the 
mother that she knows not how to escape. 


Public Is Partially Responsible. 


“The apathy of the general public on this 
question,’ said Dr. Stevenson, ** comes not so 
much from hard-heartedness as from a gen- 
eral ignorance on the subject. There are ' 

haps twenty or more of these places in 
hicago tnd its suburbs and yet doubtless 
many people, well informed too, are in 
ignorance of their existence. We, as physi- 
cians, know it and are therefore doubiy re- 
sponeiblie. 

“The Health Department of the Civic 
Federation has taken the matter up now,” 
she continued, *‘anda we hope to receive the 
coOpera of the City of Health. 
None of these places now have signs out, nor 
are they open to any interference.. They 
should have inspectors and be made to give 
bond as to good character and show that they 
areable to bring up children on a proper 
hygenic basis and that is what the Civic Fed- 
eration hopes to aceom plish.”’ 

Dr. Stevenson was not quite sure as to the 
extent of the city’s responsibilities in the mat- 
ter. Commissioner Kerr said: 

“The city has no voice in the matter of 
‘baby farming.’ But I quite agree with Dr, 
Stevenson that these places cught to be under 
some sort of surveillance thesame as hospitals. 
It is ogly a few years,” he said, *‘ that the city 
had any authority in the matter of hospitals: 
Vow we have ins re who examine into 
the sanitahon see if those who start hos- 

tals are competent to run them. We aré 

re to do anything for the good of the pub- 
lic and wiil doubtless te with the 
federation in this matter.”’ 
Doctors Are Rarely Called.

Railroads Charged with Responsibility for 
a Great Evil.

Speci- 
mens from these piaces have been identified.

One Exception Appears. 

The only exception in England to the gen- 
eral expression of gratification at the effect 
of these kindly messages is the Saturday 
Review today, which speaks contemptuously 
af the English press as ‘representing mere- 
ly the middle class of England” in its ‘‘igno- 
ble competition as to which newspaper shall 
surpass the others in obsequious flattery of 
the Americans and servile fear of war.”’ 

The editor of the Review, Frank Harris, 
is a bumptious person to whose wife's 
money, earned in trade, he owes his recent 
purchase of the Saturday Review. 

In this general econhection mention may 
be properly made of an important service 
rendered by the London Times through its 
New York correspondent. Since the begin- 
ning of Mr. Smalley’s work for the Times 
foreign opinion had been furnished it daily 
in his New York cables, and, for the first 
time in the history of foreigh journalism, 
adequate data and experienced ‘comment 
upon affairs social, industrial, and political 
in the United States. The owners and man- 
agers of the Times have shown prompt rec- 
ognition of hig admirable correspondence 
by constantly expressed approval of it in 
‘set terms ‘in the leading editorials. Such 
public editorial recognition of its employés 
is, I am informed, quite unprecedented on 
the part of the Times, even towards its 
famous correspondent in Paris, M. de Blow- 
its. It is a recognition, also, of the new im- 
portance given to affairs beyond the seas 
by the English, and emphasizes the Times’ 
claim to thorough appreciation of the de- 
sires of English readers.

PREFER SMALL BASKETS FOR FRUIT. 


Chicago Dealers Oppose Michigan Grow. 
ers’ Proposed Pian of Shipments. 

Chicago fruit dealers are strongiy opposed 
to the shipment of Michigan fruit, especially 
peaches, to this market in bushel baskets. 
This plan was suggested at the convention of 
Michigan fruit growers held in Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Friday and yesterday. 

There are many reasons advanced by Chi- 
cago dealers why the change would not be of 
benefit to this market. The city trade de- 
mands a small basket, the one-fifth bushel 
size being the favorite, A large proportion of 


| the fruit shipped hither is reshipped to remote 


Western and Northwestern points, The decay 
and logs are not so great when the shipment is 
made in the smalier baskets. : 

“Of course it is cheaper for them,’’ said 
M. George, No. 95 South Water street, * to 
ship the fruitin lerger baskets; the cartage 
is lesa and the freight is less. But four-tifths 
of our trade demands the small-sized baskets. 
The Michigan convention recommends small 
baskets for distantshipment. As for that, we 
ship to points more distant than they do. 
And a large per cent of the fruit billed to us 
is reshipped by usto points as far west as 
Omaha and even farther. The majority of 
the city trade, which demands the cream of 
the crop, wants the fruit in ‘fifth-sized’ 
baskete,.”’ 

M. Barker of No. 93 South Water street 
was also opposed to the bushel basket plan. 

* We have fifty calls for the fifth size bas- 

ket where we have one call for the bushel 
size,” said he. *' Then heat generates more 
rapidly in the larger sized baskets and decay 
follows more quickly. We wantsome large, 
but more smailer baskets.”’ 

G. W. Lina of Linn & Son, No. 100 South 
Water street, said: “‘We want the smalier 
sized baskets or we don’t want any.’’ 

Joseph Spies of No. 101 South Water 
street was the only dealer who said he did ‘not 
care how the fruit is shipped. “*We can seil 
anything they ship,” be said, * and it is their 


business how they ship it.”

The way the Treasury knows is this:' The 
books that were often captured showed that 
John Jones, for instance, who was a mer- 
chant, had so many hundred bales marked 
in such a way. ‘The bales not burned could 
easily be identified by the marks on them. 
In many instances all the books containing 
the owners’ names were forwarded with the 
other papers relating to the. capture. 
Where they are not many ple know, but 
they are somewhere in the Treasury vaults. 

Not knowing when the claimants might 
make a demand on the Treasury for the 
proceeds of their cotton, the money was 
never used, but has remained untouched in 
a fund by itself. But it has been so long 
ago, and the testimony necessary to make 
@ case that would be valid being in many 
instances almost unattainable by the own- 
ers, unless some plan can be devised by 
which the Treasury records can be over- 
hauled it is not.probable that any large por- 
tion of this enormous amount of money will 
ever leave the Treasury, even if the act 
mentioned becomes a law. 

The only great sum that has ever been 
paid back was in the case of Gazaway B. 
Lamar of Georgia, once President of the 
Bank of Commerce in New York. Ex-At- 
torney-General Williams and Gen. B. F. 
Butler got back for him $500,000 for cotton 
taken in the manner described. It was al- 
ways a wonder that, after the action of the 
government in the Lamar case, more South- 
ern people did not attempt to recover from 
the government. The main difficulty was 
in proving where their particular cotton was 
sold and that the money was really turned 
into the Treasury. Then they didn’t believe 
they would have any chance in a fight with 
the United States, and so they have let the 
matter fade out of their minds. 

With the high price of cotton the tempta- 
tion to “‘run it out’”’ (that is, without a Treas- 
ury permit to get into some seaport that was 
open to commerce) and have it shipped to 
some foreign port was an awful one. Some 
woman, say a lady, the wife of a Confed- 
erate Officer at the front, would come into a 
town on one of the great rivers. She would 
call on the commanding officer or the rank« 
ing Quartermaster and say, “General,” or 
“Celonel, I agd my neighbors have a little 
cotton hidden. We so need the money for it. 
Now, we will sell it to you very cheaply.” 
He had a government boat going down to 
New Orleans, perhaps that very night, with 
a lot of government cotton on it. Why not 
send this lot down with the other? Who 
would know? Then, too, it always happened 
that the boats which carried down’ “just a 
few bales’’ for a Southern lady, or cotton she 
had sold; were never fired into from the 
river bank nor captured. They always got 
through unmolested. So well did this come 
to be understood that it was much better 
than any insurance policy to have some 
“Southern cotton” aboard a government 
boat on its way to the city. 

Such boats were never disturbed. And so 
it happened when Captain and Quartermas- 
ter Blank would permit 100 bales of some 
woman’s cotton to go to port on his boat, 
which went down empty (for it was to bring 
up stores) he Would receive $10,000 “for his 
courtesy,’’ more than he could make at home 
in six or seven years. Many an honest fel- 
low was thus demoralized, for he would 
say: “I have been fighting a long time 
for this government. Surely it can afford 
to let me help these poor, helpless women a 
a and make a dollar or two myself be- 
sides.’’ 


Others Who Have Money “Coming.” 
The cotion States are not the only ones in 
which this Bureau of Abandoned i*roperty 
and Lands in the United States Treasury 
retains money belonging to American citi- 
zens. During the war the United States 
Navy was allowed large sums for prize 
money. Rear Admiral Porter, and after 
him Admiral 8. P. Lee, a brother-in-law of 
Frank Montgomery Blair, who commanded 
the Mississippi squadron, got nearly $200,- 
000 in this way for captures. Admifal 
Porter must have received a large sum. 
But there are many instances in which 
those egtitled to prize money never got it. 
Every sailor was entitled to his proportion, 
and while all who claimed their shares re- 
ceived them, many were killed or badly 
wounded and were taken hometodie. Their 
prize money belongs to,their heirs. The 
Nation would be surprised to know how 
much of this money is unclaimed. The 
English Government publishes the names 
of every person who has money belonging 
to him in any department of its exchequer. 
Why the United States vernment does 
not adopt some such system cannot be told. 
Yet it stands in the position of keeping 
from its own citizens the money that often 
cost the lives of those in whose name it 
stands. Many a family would be elevated 
from poverty to comparatively comfortable 
fortune if the government would act honest- 
ly. Then there is néarly $2,000,000 of un- 
claimed interest on its bonded debt in the 
Treasury. : 


BUSINESS OF BARBERING HORSES. 


Steam or Electric Clippers Now Used. 
Except by Amateurs, | 

“We are busy thése days,’ said the horse 

barber, “and we're not going to starve this 


or a street car cable. The old-fashioned 
hand clippers are pretty well played out 
for professionals, though they’re used by 
amateurs in some of the livery stables. We 
get from $6 to $10 for barbering a horse, 
and more if he’s troublesome, as some horses 
take three times as long as others. Prices 
are lower out in the suburbs. You might 
call the average $5 for the city and $3 for 
the suburbs. Steam or electric clippers 
cost a good deal more than the hand clippers, 
but if you've got a little capital it pays to 
set up the power machines. It takes 
a pretty fast man to hand-clip a horse 
in two hours, and I’ve done ’em with the 
power clipper in half an hour, though it 
on the tem of the horse.

Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 23.—[Special Co 
spondence.}—The Grand Army veterans have 
started in to build a city in South Georgia. 
In the last thirty days they have obtained 
@ nucleus of 3,000 population, and they say 
in a year thoy will have 26,000 people in their 
colony. : 

This is a co}perative movement on a large 
scale, and it has been shaped so rapidly that 
even the people of Georgia are only begin- 
ning to realize what is taking place, literally 
in their midst. : 

Sherman’s old soldiers are again ““march- 
ing through Georgia,” and to the fife and 
drum, too, as of yore, but not with arms. 
This time they are coming on a peaceful mis- 
sion. They are coming to stay. This is cer- 
tainly shown by their purchase of 35,000 
acres of fine rolling land and the securing of 
options on 65,000 acres more, enough to make 
104,000 acres in all. This colony is located 
in Irwin County on the ground made historic 
by the capture of Jefferson Davis after the 
fall of Richmond. The President of the 
Confederacy had almost reached the gulf 
coast when he was surprised one morning by 
a company of Federal troops away down in 
the pine forests of this State. The identical 
spot was offered to the colony, but it was 
decided best not to buy, as the purchase 
might create antagonism. 

A town site has been laid off covering 
1,000 acres. The streets are being graded, 
sewers put in, and a water supply is being 
provided by a system of artesian wells. It 
was not intended for the settlers to go in un- 
til after the first of the year cr along toward 
spring, but the “‘sooners”’ could not be held 
back. However, upon their arrival they 
were corralied in one corner of the reser- 
vation and given aes to a 2 any 
terazporary buildings they pieasea. - 
Sapa. of shacks made of rough pine boards 
have been nailed together, and the immi- 
grants are roughing it. But they are all 
contented and believe thoroughly in the 
future of their experiment. 

The idea of a Grand Army colony was 
started by Philip Fitzgerald, a pension at- 
torney and capitalist of Indianapolis. He 
says that he found the old soldiers com- 
plaining of the cold in winter. The expos- 
ure of their campaigns is telling on them in 
their old age and they cannot stand what 
they once could in the way of snow and ice. 
There was a very prevalent wish among 
the veterans for a home amid congenial 
neighbors in a mild climate. So a codpera- 
tive colony was projected. 

Thus far the members of the colony repre- 
sent a population of 54,000, the most of which 
is expected to migrate southward and settle 
at and around Fitzgerald. 

Many of the new-comers traveled over- 
land all the way from the Dakotas, lowa, 
Indiana, Kansas, and Nebraska by wagon. 
One family made the trip by wagons from 
the State of Washington, traversing the 
entire country from the far northwest cor- 
ner to the extreme southeast. Indiana, 
Ohio, and Illinois are well represented, and 
many have come from New Mexico. It ap- 
pears that there are colony clubs in scores 
of counties above the Ohio River and west 
of the Mississippi. It is a thoroughly or- 
ganized movement and has a great deal of 
significance not only for the South, but also 
for the West. 

Many mechanics from Pullman, Ill., have 
joined the movement. They come for work 
and a home which.they can get for very lit- 
tle money. All, however, seem to have 
money. Everybody seems to have a few 
hundred dollars and magy evidently have 
bank accounts. The. colonists are arrang- 
ing to start a bank with their own capital, 
build a cotton factory, and start any num- 
ber of small industries. The land costs them 
only $3.50 an acre and it is good land, too, 
covered with the long-leaf pine and the best 
fruit soil in the South. 


MAJ. WALKER' IS 92 YEARS OF AGE. 


Reminiscences of a Lewiston (I11.) Man 
Whose Years Are Numerous. 

Lewistown, Ill, Dec. 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—Maj. Newton Walker was born 
in Madison County, Virginia, Dec. 16, 1803, 
and is therefore 92 years old. He came to 
this (Fulton) county in November, 1835, and 
settled on the piece of land where he now 
lives in this city. It was at that time a for- 
est. In 1887 the Major erected the famous 
Fulton County Court-House, which was at 
that time the finest building of the kind in 
illinois, and in 1838 he was elected to the 
State Legislature, where he became inti- 
mately associated with Abraham Lincoln. 
His recollections of those early times are

intensely interesting, and there is nothing 
that delights the Major more than to tell of 
his early associations with Lincoln, Col. EB. 
D. Baker, and other noted men of those 
pioneer days. 

The Major says that in those days he 
never expected to see Lincoln President;

debaters in the Legislature he thought 
Baker and Ewing were abler men; but even 
at that early day Lincoln was one of the 
most popular men in the Legislature and had 
a great reputation as a story-teller. 

Maj. Walker has held many local offices, 
though he has never in his life sought an 
office.. After serving one term he declined 
to go back to the Legislature. The Major 

t his military title under the old State 
laws of Virginia, where he served as Major 
of militia. . 

Maj. Walker is a well-known figure on 
our streets. His form is as tall and gaunt 
as Lincoln’s own. He is respected by all 
for his hqnesty, and his veracity is never 
questioned.

Cataphoric Medication. 


“IT could talk to you all. the afternoon on 
the physics of cataphoresis, but you want in- 
formation regarding cataphoric medication, 
by which I mean the administration of rem- 
edies to diseased tissues by galvanic elec- 
tricity. Dr. B. W. Richardson in 1859 first 
called the attention of the medical profes- 
sion to the producing of local anesthesia 
by electro-chemical omosis. His experi- 
ments were successful, but because it was 
out of the ordinary practice and severely 
criticised by the medical fraternity this 
great pain-relieving agency has not been 
used by the profession until recently, sim- 
ply because the originator did not receive 
sufficient encouragement to continue his in- 
vestigations. 

“I do not claim to be the originator or dis- 
coverer of electrolytic medication, but I do 
claim to be the first to successfully originate 
the subcutaneous medicated electrode and 
technique for its use in the cure of hernia. 
The medicated electrode is composed of both 
alkaloidal and metallic remedies, the most 
active of which is gleditchcin (the common 
osage hedge plant). I claim for this method 
the drugs are introduced directly into the 
tissues at the weakest yet most important 
part of the hernia, and the drugé, being in 
a nascent state, are much more active than 
in chemic combination; by cataphoresis they 
are driven into the important parts of the 
hernial canal rather than laid upon the 
edges as in ordinary injection; there is ob- 
tained at the same time the beneficial ac- 
tion of the tonic properties of the current;

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$ SHOPPING OF THE HOLIDAYS. 


OLIDAY shopping practically 
closed last night and the results 
are much better than last year. 
There may have been a financial 
depression around town some- 
where, but it kept out of sight. 
Money was plenty during the week and 
the sales in the line of holiday goods 
were large. Inclement weather inter- 
fered to a great extent with the trade. 


This resulted in the stores breaking all rec- 
ords of business done Saturday and Monday 
before Christmas. 

During the week the holiday rush. bore 
heavily upon employés in the big stores that 
kept open until 11 o’clock at night. The 
rest on Sunday was a welcome one and 
enabled many to stand the work who 
otherwise would have taken sick. The 
crowds were much greater than ever before 
and kept the clerks busy as beavers from 8 
a. m. until 11 p. m. The work came in a 
bunch and could be handled only with extra 
exertions. 

Monday was the greatest day ever wit- 
nessed in the Chicago shopping district. 
Saturday had been big in trade, but Mon- 
day went far beyond it and broke all records 
of sales made and cash handied. The crowds 
were enormous in State street and the stores. 
Nothing like it had ever occurred and every- 
thing was swamped under the tremendous 
rush. At the big retail and department es- 
tablishments the volume of trade was s0 
great that policemen had to be called upon to 
relieve the pressure about the aisles and en- 
trances. It was simply an avalanche of hu- 
manity that started early in the morning 
and staid until late at night. Women com- 

90 per cent of the hurrying, pushing 
throng and many of them seemed delighted 
at the crushing mobs on every side. Scores 
of women dragged little children with them 
through crowded store aisles where few men 
cared to go. Clerks never worked as hard 
before. The rattle of calls for cash girls ia 
the big stores sounded like hail stones on a 
pine shingle roof; and coin rained upon the 
money changers faster than it could be 
cleared away. Things got worse as the day 
advanced. Darkness caused little change 
for the better. The crowd was not satisfied 
and when the stores closed many wants 
were wunsupplied. After it was all over 
things looked as though a cyclone had been 
at work; Stocks were mixed and tumbled 
into confused heaps and the clerks were 
worn out and ready to drop from exhaustion. 
There was no rest until midnight, as stocks 
had to be Sg ony Pe out and accounts 

red up ready for the next day's business. 
The trade of the week reached far into the 
millions of dollars. 

The telephone as an adjunct to shopping 
work stood out prominently during the 
week. Thousands of people staid at home 
and used those wires. More of that kindof

ditions of 25,000 messages in one hour. The 
largest force ever used in the city was re- 
quired to handle the exchanges, and then 
there were long delays in getting down-town 
connections, 

The express companies did a business far 
beyond anything ever before experienced. 
Chicago does a much greater trade in that 
way than does New York, and special holi- 
day work was exceptionally large. The Sat- 
urday and Monday business proved heavier 
than had been expected, the Monday busi- 
ness being the largest ever handled in one 
day in any city in America. All day and all 
night the rush kept up, and became so great 
that hundreds of customers could not be 
taken care of. Dozens of heavy truck 
wagons were called in to do extra work all 
of Monday night in an attempt to catch up 
with orders. Thousands of packages were 
received after midnight, and had to be 
| handled as Tuesday business. One com- 
pany reported an inérease of from 8,000 to 
10,000 pieces in one day, and an increase for 
the week of nearly 35,000 pieces over any 
previous holiday week. jewelry de- 
partments did a heavier business than ever 
before. Part of the rush was due to a de- 
sire to have packages reach their destina- 
tion Ghristmas day, but whatever caused 
it the fact remains that there were more 
Christmas presents sent out of Chicago 
y Neg the week than had ever been done be- 

ore. 

Messenger service was in great demand 
all week, and many times customers could 
‘not get the boys at any price. Tuesday was 
the busiest day in the year for the A. D. T. 
service and the Waifs’ Mission boys. Peo- 
ple who had not used a messenger in a 
twelvemonth burdened the wires with ur- 
gent calls, and ew sarcastic, facetious, 
or ferocious, according te temperament, 
when told they could not be served. The 
whole A. D. T. service was rushed from 
early morning until late at night. Ordinar- 
lly 120 boys are sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of the city. On Tuesday fifty 
extra boys and four wagons were put on, 
and still the service was swamped. The 
clerical force was doubled in all the offices. 
At the Central Station in the afternoon 
there were from twenty-five to thirty-five 
callg waiting all the time. And some of 
them waited a long time. At the Waifs’ 
Mission things were no better. 

All récords were broken in the Chicago 
Postoffice. There were wagonloads of stuff 
from every quarter of the city. The mail 
trains brought in carload after carload for 
distribution. Monday and Tuesday were 
the busiest days. The packages ran up 
in the thousands above any previous mark. 
In many districts the carriers used push 
carts to take out their loads. It was a@ 
deluge of mail and came from everywhere. 
Monday’s work in the money order division 
was a record breaker for Christmas trade. 
There was received and paid out that day 
$119,375 in money orders and with the re- 
cetpts from country postoffices the day’s 
transactions amounted to ,587.. The 
registry division, a good index of the holl- 
day trade, did an enormous business. It 
was 3,012 packages ahead of last year’s 
Tuesday business and on Monday was 1,507 
packages ahead of the corresponding day. 


The rush caused much overwork and the call- 
ing in of all extra men, but all business was 
done nearly on schedule time. As in other 
lines Santa Claus was a busier man than 
ever before in the Postoffice.

She was too sincere 
and straightforward herself to understand 
diplomatic intrigues er to suspect secret 
motives; and thus she was unknowingly in- 
duced to favor the various private interests 
of those by whom France and Napoleon ITI. 
were drawn into the Mexican War with its 
miserable results—the beginning of the Em- 
peror’s downward career. 

There were yet other phases i the com- 
plex and interesting charaéter of this wom- 
an. When cholera broke out she visited the 
hospitals, and pessed through the ordeal 
with.a courage that never flinched. 

She would not allow her ladies to follow 
her in the hospital wards, but went herself 
to every one, and, though unaccustomed to 
such dreadful scenes of suffering, she 
showed neo fear of contagion, taking the pa- 
tients by the hand, and encou ng all by 
kind and hopeful words. At Amiens the 
disease and death had reached frightful 
proportions. The Empress did not hesitate 
to go there, for the sole purpose,of trying 
to encourage the population and stimulate 
the officials. Being warmly congratulated 
by the Bishop on her devotedness and in- 
trepidity, she answered very happily and 
gracefully, in words often quoted since, “O, 
Monseigneur, that is a mere trifie; it is only 
our way of standing fire’ (C’est notre 
maniére ualler au feu). 

nally, this is how Miss Bicknell sums up 
the Empress’ character: 

“The nature of the Empress Eugenie was 
high and noble; but what might have beea 
eo great and good had been imperfectly de- 
veloped, and remained ill-regulated under 
the management of a very worldly mother, 
who had lived separated from her husband, 
who became a widow early, and who seems 
to have had very vague notions of what was 
desirable for her daughters. The latter werv 
sent from school to school, never remaining 
long in any, and, when intrdduced in society, 
they went from. one place to another, in a 
continual round of amusements, riding 
about at. watering places, and indulging in 
a style which was considered—what in mod- 
ern language is termed—fast. An impetuous 
nature, utter innocence of intention, and no 
guidance—such is the explanation of many 
acts which were so mischievously misinter- 
preted by the enemies-of the Empress Eu- 
genie before her marriage. The habits thus 
acquired ex a eg also many of her mistakes 
when rai to her supreme position. She 
was in every sense of the word a spoile! 
child, who had never been restrained in any 
of her fancies by a mother whe was not oever- 
particular or judicious. 

This impetuosity of the Empress often 
brought her into strange adventures, and 
sometimes seriously interfered with high 
matters of policy and of administration.

a touch of horrer wherever his writings 
have become known, though, hampered at 

efy turn by the objections of the Russian 
Bodernnscet, the most that Kennan could 
gain was @ glimpse of the inside practices, 
caught from. the sight of prisoners on the 
road and in the general prisons. Michael 
Meyendorff has been an actor in that Rus- 
sian tragedy. For seven moaths he én- 
dured the horrors of solitary confinement 
in a Russian political prison. Clad in the 
gray cloak of a Siberian exile he followed 
through snow and mud the weary road to 
Tobelsk, the hardships of which Kennan's 
pictures have made so familiar. He is one 
of the few men.»vho have come back from 
that living death to tell of their experiences, 
and is said to be the only one ever so re- 
leased at‘ the request of the Government of 
the United States. 

Mr. Meyendorff’s stery is that of the last 
effort of the Poles to wrest their freedom 
from the Russian grasp, the revolution of 
1868, which at its close left Poland with 
140,000 less inhabitants than she had at its 
beginning, He is the youngest member of 
one of the most noted of the Polish fam- 
ilies, forced, after the failure of the upris- 
ing, to seek a new home in the United States. 
His father, Baron Adolph Meyendor®, 
stood high with the Russian Government, 
and held the office of revenue inspector for 
the Province of Lithuania. As a boy 
Michael Meyendorff sat on the knee of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas and was patted on the 
head by the Emperor Alexander II. 

Joined the Revolution. 

Then came the outbreak of the revolu- 
tion, and the four sons of the Baron, the 
eldest but 21 years of age and the youngest, 
Michael, only 14, entered the Polish army. 
In their fates ne two of the brothers were 
alike. The eldest was captured by the Rus- 
sians and, as he was a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of St. Petersburg, and so considered 
a deserter, shot without trial. The second 
found himself a fugitive on the Russian 
steppes. He took refuge in the hut of a 
friendly peasant, disguised himself as a 
laborer, and when the Cossacks came to find 
him led a lively hunt for himself. Later, 
after adventures worthy a novel, he esca 
to America. The third brother was kn 
over the head with a musket and left for 
dead, but after bong suffering escaped and 
now lives in New York, almost as helpless 
as a child,.for his brain never recovered. 

Michael himself served in several battles 
and was finally captured by the Russians. 
He was given the choice of betrayal ef his 
comrades or a severe punishment. He was 
not yet 15, and strong efforts were made to 
save him, beth because of his yeuth and his 
high connections, His father, still in the 
Russian service, did all in his power te have 
the decree reversed. The wife of the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, the mother of his three 
sisters, interceded in his behalf, but without 
avail. Finally, finding that nothing could 
be done, his father advised him to stand by 
his comrades and accept the punishment. 


In Solitary Confine t. 

At that time the regular prisons were filed 
to overflowing with Polish prisoners, and the 
custom of solitary confinement being com- 
pulsory, the monasteries were called into 
service. It was in a tiny cell in one of these 
that Mr. Meyendorff was confined. The 
room was almost bare, and the only light 
came through a narrow window near tha 
ceiling, too high to be reached except by 
pushing the bed beneath it and climbing 
onto the headboard. Hardly had the door 
closed behind him when he heard a scratch- 
ing at the wall behind the great brick stove. 
Following the sound, he found a wad of 
paper filling a hole by which he could com- 
municate with the prisoner in the next. cell. 
Tie map told him that the same contrivance 
was to be found on the othe; side of the 
room, and that he must watch the window 
fur notes lowered from above and transmit 
the news. This method was, however, soon 
discovered by the prison authcrities, and a 
stop put to it, Later, the Dominican friars 
in a monastery near by established a method 
of communicating with the prisoners. By 
ringing the chimes in an unusual way they 
informed them that news wasathand. The 
prisoners on that side of the building climbed 
on the headboards of their beds and watched 
from the windows the letters printed on 
sheets of paper. which appeared one at a 
time at the windows opposite, and which 
when put together spelled words. 

But for the most part, in spite of the at- 
tempts of their friends outside, the prisoners 
could neither communicate with the outer 
world nor corverse amung themselves. 

For seven months Mr. Meyendorff lay in 
this. prison. How a boy of 14, used to ex- 
citement and freedom of action, could en- 
dure this punishment, which is looked upon 
in our penitentiaries as the last resort, and 
which the most rebellious convict seldom 
stands out against for more than a few 
hours, it is hard to understand. That the 
hard fare and the solitude wore greatly upon 
him is undoubted, for even yet; though many 
years have passed, he feels the effect. 

Banished te Siberia. 

At last the news came that his fate was 
decided, and that the same hand which had 
patted him on the head had signed the order 
for his banishment.
